INTERVIEW WITH 1>K. COXGOSTO. 


I* Secretary General of Cuba— In New 


Yurk on Uli Way to r»rl« to Act a* 
Spaulih Member of F*ao« Coiuiuluiou. 
»»y. Spalu Will Muild Another Navy 
Within U Short Tim*. 


New York.Seirt. 28.— Dr Jose Congosto, 


secretary general ot Cuba, and a mem- 
ber of the Spanish peace commission, 
arrived in this city this morning on the 
Ward liner City of Washington. He is 
on his way to Paris, where he will be- 
gin his duties on the peace commission. 


Dr. Congosto was somewhat reluctant 


to talk Car publication, and when the 
subject of affairs in Cuba was brought 
up h« hastened to assure the questioner 
that everything "was beautiful." 


"Of Course," he said, "you must un- 


derstand that the evacuation of Cuba 
by Spain Is a matter of time, but when I 
left Havana everything was progress- 
ing well, i do not care to enter Into all 
the reasons for the delay, but one of the 
principal causes is the fact that we have 
over 6000 sick, who must be taken care 
of and cannot be left behind. 


"The problem of the future of the Isl- 


and is a dillicult one, and I have studied 
It without prejudice, and as a result of 
this study of years I believe that It is a 
social problem and not a political one. 
U is probable that there will be a large 
Immigration to the island, and this may 
assist In solving the problem. Of course 
a difficulty will be met in view of the 
dangers of fever and the climate." 


Dr. Cong-osto was asked an to the con- 


dition of the reconcentradoes. 


"There are no reconcentradoes now," 


he ans%vered. with a smile. 


"What has become of them?" was the 


question. 


"They're Bone." 
. 


"Where?" 
"God knows," was the reply. 
"Do you mean to say they are all 


dead?" 


"That prob"bly explains it. It is a sub- 


ject which I prefer not to dlscusK." 


When asked aa to the establishment of 


a Hew navy for Spain, Dr. Cbngosto 
said: "Spalr Is still a great country, 
and she ought to havea^great navy, and 
probably will. I know nothing of the 
plans to rals«. funds fpr our war vessels, 
but I believe Spain In a few years will 
have another magnificent navy." 


Discussing 'he fall of Santiago and th>> 


eui'render of General Toral. Dr.Congosto 
Bays: 
"There were brave soldiers nt 


Santiago, 
and if their leader lacked 


courage, he deserves to be punished. 
Santiago should not have fallen as it did. 
If Tppal had pushed forward, instead of 
ratreatlng towards the city, he certainly 
would have caused a repulse. Tht-se 
arc things which he will have to ex- 
plain."

Boston. Siept. 28.—Sellers of butter had 


more complaint to make Tuesday about 
trade than about prices. They were of- 
fering at last week's quotations, that 
Is. at 20% to 21 cents for finest western, 
outside for assorted size packages, but 
had few sales to report. The gen'eral 
etory was that buyers had failed- to show 
up. and that when they did they Jid not 
want to pay the full rate. Many of the 
out of town buyers had filled up on cold 
Btorage stock, which they can use to 
better advantage than fresh western at 
the extreme prices asked. Perhaps a 
faJr quotation for western extra would 
b«? 20 to 21 cents, including large ash tubs 
at 20 to 20% cents and assorted size 
spruce at 20Va to 21 cents. 


Receivers of northern butter did not 


Bee any necessity of changing last week's 
rates, as the supply of strictly fine fresh 
was no more than enough to meet the de- 
mand, but they were not cleaning up as 
rapidly, and had nothing to say about 
holding for higher prices. New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont creamery \vas of- 
fered freely at 21 to 21% cents, and sev- 
eral receivers said they found it hard 
to get a bid of over 21 cents, though soma 
sales were made at 21% cents. This 
tneans for straight lots of 50 or 100 tubs. 
Fancy makes, which are distributed 
around to special customers in a similar 
way, 
go higher. Therefore we quote the 


range for northern extra at 21 to 21 Vi 
cents, with but few sales at over 21 cents. 
Best boxes ruled at 22 to 22% cents, but 
not easy to s-ell at over 22 cente. 


The demand for June creamery has 


Blackened off a little, and buyers seem 
disposed to wait for further develop- 
ments. Most of the sales have been at 
19 to 19% cents. Occasional lots last 
week were taken at 20 cents, but these 
-were exceptional, and 19 to 19% cents 
was a top rate yesterday. Upward of 
9000 tubs were taken out of cold storage 
last week, and the sales for the past two 
weeks must have been 20.000 tubs. If 
this could be kept up it would soon bring 
the holdlng-s down to small figures, pro- 
vided, of course, that fresh goods were 
not put in to replace the old. 


The statement of the Quincy Cold Stor- 


age company is as follows;

tubs; taken out, 91)30 tubs; stock, 158,850 
tubs, against 177,CIO tubs same time last 
year. 
For the corresponding week last 


year 107 tubs were put in and 11,554 tubs 
taken out. 
The Eastern Cold Storage 


company reports a stock of 12,194 tubs, 
which, added to 
the Quincy stock, 


makes the -total stock 168.080 tubs, about 
8600 tubs less than a year ago. 


Still higher prices were paid in the 


country for cheese thin week, and buyers 
are looking around for clean lots, which 
are not easy to find. Sales of Septem- 
ber make have not been at 9@9%c, and 
most receivers are asking lOc for bent 
lots to arrive this week.

Ohio eg-gs sold yesterday at 17@17%c 
but only a few special marks brought 
more than 17c. 
Other fresh we-stern 


sold at 15Vi@16%c; eastern fresh,

stands at 64,210, against 69.UU9 cases sapi* 
time last year.

Many high Spanish 
officials here declare that it will take 
five months at least. This seems to be 
the attitude of all the Spaniards. It is 
apparent that they intend to suit their 
own convenience in the matter, depend- 
ing on dilatory tactics to hoodwink the 
American commissione*. 


The common talk here is about the 


difficulties of embarking the troops. The 
soldiers from the interior will have to 
be concentrated at the ports, which will 
be slow work. The roads are bad. and 
this will delay the embarkation of the 
Vtilk-ry for months. In addition, there 
are not steamers enough to convey the 
troops. 
The Spanish commission will 


set forth th-ese and many "ther reasons 
for delay when it replies to the Ameri- 
can note. 


According to the Spanish interpreta- 


tion of the protocol, which has been 
given in a long note, fuH of inti-rnatinnal 
law quotations, the Spaniards are to re- 
tain sovertignity in Cuba until 
the 


troops have left the island, and the gov- 
ernor general, be he General Hianco or 
somc-body else, and the autonomist cab- 
inet are to remain until after the army 
has gone and the administration is sur- 
rendered. 


The American commissioners. BO far 


as known, have done little to controvert 
this interpretation. It is not believed 
here that the evacuation will be accom- 
plished before Dec. 31 at the earliest. 


Concerning the American proposition 


that Havana should be evacuated flrst.

has been outlined by the war depart- 
ment, and its initial features have been 
decided upon. 
The project is due to 


directions given by the president on Sept. 
1U, to the effect that details of troops 
for Cuba be made. 


Acting on this direction. Major Genera] 


Miles outlined a plan for sending two 
divisions to Cuba, the first one under 
command of Major General Wade, to 
leave in October, and the second divis- 
ion, 
under Major General F'iUhugh Lee, 


to leave hi November. Each division 
will embrace about 6000 men. so. that 
the plan is to have about 12.000 troops 
In Cuba or on the way there within the 
next 60 days. 


It is not contemplated, however, that 


any large number of this force shall be 
assembled at any one point in this coun- 
try or In Cuba, the purpose being to 
keep them scattered, as they can there- 
by be handled to better advantage. 


The fact that the troops are ordered 


to Cuba, (^oes not mean that they will 
prc-ueecl tp Havana, On the contrary. 
the outlook is that very few troops will 
be assembled at Havana, the bulk of 
them being scattered through the west- 
ern end. ol the island, garrisoning the 
small towns, and thus gradually putting 
Into effect the military occupation of 
the island. 


In anticipation of the movement, the 


quartermaster's department is prepar-
